The attorneys for 
the defense gave notice of appeal, and 
this will stay execution for some time. 

Should Armstrong be hanged, it will 
be the first white man that ever dropped 
from the gallows in this county. 

There is no sympathy expressed for the 
detendant, but all deeply. sympathize with 
his aged mother, who has defended her 
son from the start and sat beside him 
during the trial. She hag stood the try- 
ing ordeal] of the trial, but it is thought 
the verdict will break her down. 

With no one to testify 
but his relatives and himself, Armstrong 
and his attorneys fough: hard against the 
death sentence. 

Armstrong is the son of the late H. 
Nay Armsirong, ex-consul to Brazil and 
ex-grand secretary of Alabama Masons. 
No trial has aitracted so much; atten- 
tion, as Armstrong comes from one of 
the most prominent families in the south. 


Armstrong is charged with a: most cruel 


murder. He wag in,love with his first 
cousin, Allie Armstrong. She spurned 
his love and he shot her down in her 
own home. 

He claimed he was drunk and knew 
nothing about the killing, but the state 
proved he was sober. The girl was 
known to have been a pure young woman 
and had just returned from a stay in 
Atlanta with relatives when she was 
killed. The community is satisfied with 
the sentence. : 

The court opened this morning and Ray 
Rushton, of Montgomery, c:osed for the 
defense and ex-Attorney General W. C., 
Fitts closed for the state.

COTTON ADVANCE CAUSES 


_ PANIC IN GREAT BRITAIN" 


COTTON MILLS TO CUT _ 
DOWN THE PRODUCTION 


Widespread Curtailment Predicted on Account of 


Great Cost of Raw Material--Southern Mills 
Will Join in Movement. 


s. 


Boston. December 4.—That a wide- 
spread curtailment of production by cot- 
ton miils in the United States will be 
found necessary during the next few 
months, on account of the great_cost of 
the raw material, is the opinion of lead- 
ing mill men in this city, from which the 
policy of many cotton mills in the north 
is directed. The market for finished ma- 
terial has been unsatisfactory for months 
and prices have not risen corresponding- 
ly with those of cotton. ‘The mills in 
New England employ fully 175,000 hands, 
65,000 of whom have had thelr wages re- 
duced 10 per cent this fall, and 15,000 
additionaf will be cut within the next 
two weeks. 

A matter of great interest In New Eng- 
land is the project now on foot in the 
southern states to bring about a general 
curtailment.. A meeting of southern man- 


ufacturers has been ealled for next 


| Tuesday, and if a policy of widespread 
| curtailment is adopted it will have much 


influence on the future action in large 
New Englahd mill centers. Whether or 
not a general agreement in the north to 
shut off the steam can be reached in the 
present crisis jis not known at this time. 
but it is expected that if the southerners 
decide on a general policy, it will induce 
a lerge number of northern manufac- 
turers, especially '!n Fall River and 
Rhode Island, to stop their spindles. If 
no agreement is reached [n the south, 
there is little likelihood of an understand- 
ing being arrived at by northérn mill 
owners as a whole. Most manufacturers 
here agree that the cotton situation is 
the most critical for twenty-five years. 


i. 


Arnold B. Sanford. president of the 
American cotton yarn exchange here, 
says: 

“The situation is very serious and the 
outlook offers no encouragement, I can- 


mills will not manufacture at a loss, They 
must therefore curtail production and 
reduce wages. This will result, undoubt- 
edly, in great suffering. 

“The one thing to be done under these 
circumstances to save the situation is 
for the manufacturers to get together 
throughout New England and the south 
as well, for it cannot be done without con- 
certed action, curtail production, reduce 
wages and break the present speculation 


| by not buying cotton. 


“Seldom in the history of the business 
has it been so difficult for the manufac- 
turers and their selling agents to make 
terms acceptable to buyers and consum- 
ers. This has been the cause of the poor 
demand and the poor price schedule” 

Should no general curtailment in New 
England ve agreed upon during the win- 
ter, It is thought that the mills that are 
financially the strongest only will be 
able to keep al] their machinery in opera- 
tion. In Manchester, N. H., Lowell and a 
number of Maine points, there is said toa 
be a large supply of old cotton on hand.

BRAVED DEATH 
TO SAVE ADDER 


Gallant Deed Is Performed by 


Poalswain Dery, 


Through a Raging Sea He Swims 
One Hundred Yards To Attach 
a Hawser to the Craft Which 
Was About To Be 
Destroyed.

Norfolk, Va., December 4.—The naval] 
tug Peoria arrived at. the navy yard 
today with the submarine torpedo ‘boat 
Adder in tow and left tonight for Curri- 
tuck to aid the Yankton and Vixen in 
floating the Moccasin, now high and dry 
upon the beach. 

The bravery of Boatswain Deery, of 
the Adder’s crew, saved that craft. In 
the teeth: of a 34-mile gale, with moun- 
tainous seas crashing over the Peoria 
and burying the drifting submarine boats 
beneath tons of water, Deery responded 
to the call for volunteers and with a 
slender line fastened around his waist 
plunged. into the ocean and battled with 
wind and tide for a full hundtred yards, 
finally reaching the Adder and gaining 
her @eck. There he hauled a thick haw- 
ser aboard by means of a life line, and 
made it fast, 

All this time the Adder was being toss- 
ed about NHKe cork for one minute and 
driven far beneath the surface the next, 
rolling and wallowing in such @ manner 
as to make it almost impossible to re- 
tain a position upon her scanty deck, but 
Deery held on and accomplished his work. 
Then he went back to the tug, hand over 
hand on the hawser. 

The Currituck life-saving station re- 
ports the Moccasin in good condition, 
without any water in her. From the 


coast reports, however, it is not thought 
any headway can be made toward float- 


ing the vessel without the aid of wreck- 
ers, as she is high and dry upon the 


beach at low water and directly in a nasty 


surf at high tide.

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Washington, December 4.—Former Rep- 
resentative William M. Springer, of 
Illinols, former democratic leader, con- 
spicuous in the house of representatives, 
representing the forty-fourth and fifty- 
second congresses inclusive, and once 
chairman of the ways and means com- 
mittee of the house, died at his residence 
in this city today, aged 64 years.

Cordele Had Twenty Thous- 
and Dollar Blaze Yester- 
day Morning. 


Cordele, Ga., December 4.—(Special.)— 
At an early jour this morning Cordele 
was visited by one of the most dcstruc- 
tive fireg of recent years. 

The ware houses of the Hutchinson Sup- 
ply and Lumber Company and R. B.

The loss is estimated as follows: Scar- 
borough. $3.500, partly covered by in- 
surance; Hutchinson Lumber and Supply 
Company, $15,000, with only $5,000 in- 
surance, while the other losses amounted 
tu $2,000 or $3,000.

Panama, notwithstanding the fact 
that he did not approve all] the meth- 
ods employed to put Panama in a 
position whereby it was enabled to 
negotiate a treaty as an independent 
republic. 


ally taken the position that develop- 
ments antecedent to the recognition 
of Panama as an independent republic 
form a chapter with which, at this 
time, we have nothing to do. Wheth- 
er or not Panama’s secession was the 
result of an intrigue in which the 


| United States was directly, or indi- 


rectly, involved—and we repeat that 
nothing has been proven to show that 
this country was in any manner jn- 
strumental in inciting the revolution 
—the fact remains, undisputed and 
undoubted, that the independence of 
Panama has been formally estabi:i . 
and that its position as a sovereign re- 
public has been recognized by the 
leading powers of the world. 

In the opinion of The Press the rec- 
ognition of Panama was “revolution- 
ary and corrupt,” and, “believing 
this,” says The Press, “we call upon 
Senator Bacon, as a leader in that 
body, to save this great work from 
the pitfalls of a diplomatic blunder.” 

Continuing, The Press says: 

The position of The Press in this mat- 
ter is well known. Savannah wants the 
canal. The state of Georgia wants the 
The business men of the country, 
without regard to party, want the canal; 
but we do not believe that the best senti- 
ment of the people is in favor of joining 
the «omplacent Atlanta Constitution in 
“aecepting the situation,” if that situa- 
tion has been brought about by doubtful 
methods. We do not believe Senator 
Bacon will. We have never seen a di- 
rect statement from him that he would 
vote for a treaty made with a republic 
which had been called into existence by 
fraud and corruption. Nor do we believe 
that he will do so. Those who intimate 
to the contrary seem to place the sena- 
tor in a false position. We cannot bring 
ourselves to coincide with The Consti- 
tution that such a proposition would meet 
with “the overwhelming approval of the 
people of this state.’’ Georgians want 
the canal; yes, but they are not ready 
to indorse the principle that “might 
makes right’’ even in Panama. 

The Constitution of November 20 
contained a writteg statement from 
Senator Bacon, in which he expressed 
his position on the Panama question 
in the following words: 

I have no doubt that the republic of 
Panama, having been set up by the 
United States government, will be recOg- 
nized not only by the United States gov- 
ernment, biit by other nations. While 
I do not approve, but, on the contrary, 
‘utterly disapprove the method by which 
the revolution was brought about, I will 
say that if a desirable treaty is brought 
to the senate, I expect to support it. It 
is the only way now practicable to in- 
sure the construction of the canal, as 
President Roosevelt refuses to carry out 
the Spooner act, which provides for the 
construction of the canal by the Nicara- 
gua route after having failed to reach 
an agreement with Colombia, and there is 
no way to force him to do so. Of course, 
this treaty will be superior to the other 
one. Panama must submit to any terms 
the United States proposes, as we have 
the power to write the treaty in ‘any 
shape we want it, it would be strange if 
we did not write a good one and have 
everything in it that is to be desired. 

The Press had evidently not seen 
that authorized expression of Senator 
Bacon’s views when it said that it had 
never seen a direct statement from 
him that he would vote for the canal 
treaty with the republic of Panama. 

The truth is, the position of Sena- 
tor Bacon, and of Senator Clay—for 
they agree in this subject—is unas- 
sailable and impregnable, and there is 
no possible doubt that this is the view 
of an overwhelming majority of the 
people of Georgia.

have delayed the construction of the 
canal for more than fifty years would 
not beset every phase of our renewed 
efforts for the next half century. 

In a practical way, more definite, 
Ccirect and certain progress has been 
made toward the actual construction 
of the canal during the past sixty days 
than in all the past half-century. It 
would be worse than criminal now to 
undo what has been done, and the 
people of Georgia are to be congratu- 
lated that they have two senators who 
will not permit themselves, nor the 
state, to be placed in any such foolish 
and indefensible attitude. 

Georgia wants the canal, and it 
wants no more unnecessary delay in 
getting it! 

The way to get it is clear, and, un- 
less we are greatly mistaken, the 
work of actual construction is now 


in sight.

Maligning General Wood.

Justice to the Philippines. 

Prominent in the general demand 
which the democrats will, in the pres- 
idential campaign, make for a reform- 
ation of the present obnoxious tariff 
schedules will be'a plea for justice 
for the Philippines. 

The people of the Philippines come 
to this government pleading for bread 
—for the mere right to exist—and the 
republican majority would give them 
nothing more palatable than the 
stones of the Scriptures. President 
Roosevelt, who would be a pretty 
strenuous tariff reformer were it not 
for his desire to secure the presi- 
dential nomination, has been put on 
notice by the stand-pat protectionists 
of his party that there can be no Phil- 
ippines tariff legislation this winter. 
The president is, on this account, be- 
tween two fires. The civil govern- 
ment of the Philippines and the insu- 
lar bureau of the war department, 
which acts as the home representative 


-of the Philippines government, have 


shown him that it is absolutely essen- 
tial to the material welfare of the 
islands that their chief products shall 
be admitted to the American markets 
On more advantageous terms. 

When Spain controlled the Philip- 
pines, she opened her markets without 
any tariff duties whatsoever to the 
products of the islands. The change 
of ownership carried with it the Ding- 
ley tariff barrier against Philippines 
products. Subsequently there was a 
show at reduction of the Dingley 
rates, they being cut by 25 per cent 
for the products of the Philippines, 
but so far as practical benefit goes 
they might just as well have not 
been cut at all. The long haul from 
Manila to San Francisco is such a 
handicap that the 25 per cent reduc- 
tion in the tariff rates still leaves the 
handicap far too great to permit Phil- 
ippine sugar and Philippine tobacco to 
enter into competition with other sim- 
ilar products in the American mar- 
kets. 

Governor Taft, who knows best the 
needs of the islands, has’ time and 
again recommended that at least an- 
other 50 per cent be taken off the 
Dingley rates so that Philippines prod- 
ucts may have something like a fair 
showing in the American markets. 
That is, he would have the rates upon 
Philippines products not more than 
25 per cent of the Dingley rates. The 
fair thing, the just thing, would, of 


course, be to admit the products of 


any duty. Every demand of 
would seem to dictate that the U 
States should give to the Philippines 


a market equally as good as that she 
took away when she ousted Spain 
from her sovereignty. Certainly,’ if 
there must be any tariff barrier,at all, 
t should be merely nominal, like that

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NEW TRADE FOR AMERICA 
THROUGH THIS GREAT ROAD 


By Jos: Ohl. 

Washington, December 4.—(Special.)— 
Interesting statistics have been prepared 
in the department of commerce and labor 
hegarding the consfPiiction of the Trans- 
Siberian railway, the completion of which 
will give another market to American 
commerce. Although to European coun- 
tries the construction of this great 
project is interesting chiefly from the 
military standpoint, it is the resultant 
development of the resources of Siberia, 
and not the political and strategical rea- 
sons, which chiefly interest the United 
States. 

Tt was an American named Collins, 
who, in 1857. first proposed a railway 


from the Amur to the village of Teschita. 
Although several plans were afterwards 
formulated, it was not until the spring 
of 189! that the Trans-Siberian railway 
was definitely determined on and pro- 
jected by an imperial order. The first 
stone was laid on May 19, [89!. 

Of the construction of the road these 
details have been compiled by the bdu- 
reau of statistics: ‘In ten and one-half 
years 6,166 miles of rail were laid. In 
the Canadian Pacific, constructed under 
similar conditions, it took ten years to 
lay 2.92! miles of rails. It is true that 
in order to construct the Trans-Siberian 
with such rapidity it was necessary to 
employ simpler means than those usually 
employed on Russian railways.

Judge Walter DB. Ormond announced 
his retirement from the ‘board of park 
commissioners during the session of yes- 
This carried with it 
his resignation as vice president and sec- 
retary of the board. Jerome Jones, one of 
the new members of the board was im- 
mediately named to succeed Judge Or- 
mona as vice president and secretary of 


the board. Mr. Jones has been an active 
member of the board during the past 
year and although he has less than one 
month to gerve in his new position he 
will doubtless.make an efficient Officer. 

It is believed to be improbable that 
Mayor Howell will appoint a successor to 
the vacancy caused by the resignation 
of Judge Ormond, for the reason that 
the appointee would have less than three 
weeks to serve es 

Judge Ormond has been a member of 
the board of park commissioners for the 
past threo years. He is a grandson of 
the late Major Sidney Root, who was 
for many Years the park commissioner of 
Atlanta in entire charge of Grant park. 
Much of the present beauty of Grant 
park is the result of the labor of Major 
Root. 

When Judge Ormond was appointed jus- 
tice of the peace for his militia district 
it became necessary for him to resign 
from the park board for the réason that 
the charter of the municipaHty prevents 
any of the officials of Atlanta from hold- 
ing any other office of honor, trust or 
emolument. 

After Judge Ormond | had announced 
yesterday afternoon that he would leave 
the board, Alderman Woodward, one of 
the park board, moved that the board 
extend its thanks to Judge Ormond for 
his falthful service, both as secretary 
and vice president during the past year. 

Cther magters that came before the 
board were entirely of a routine nature. 
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Secretary of State Phil Cook sat as 
judge yesterday to hear the dispute be- 
tween Baker and Early counties regard- 
ing the county line which is the western 
boundary of Baker and the eastern 
boundary of Early. The evidence and 
arguments consumed more than four 
hours. Colonel W. E.- Wooten and I. J. 
Hofmayer, of Albany, appeared in behalf 
of Early, and Baker county was repre- 


sented by R. H. Sheffield and A. G. 
Powell. 


It seems the records showed two lines 
Which were about 1,000 feet apart at ons 
end and about 600 feet apart at the 
other.

There was a pretty question involved 
in the payment of this reward: Walker 
was in jail on another charge at the 
time the reward was offered. Sturges 
and Kent, who are lawyers, were repre- 
senting the prosecution and they hap- 
pened to discover evidence of the fact 
that Walker was responsible for the de- 
struction of the gin house. They had 
him indicted and convicted, as a result 
of which he was sentenced to serve four 
years in the penitentiary. 

Now, Sturges and Kent had not arrest- 
ed Walker, but had only procured his 
conviction. There was a question in the 
governor's mind as to whether under 
these circumstances he could legally pay 
the reward, and he referred the matter to 
Attorney General John C. Hart. The 
attorney general held that the reward 
should be paid, since to all legal intents 
and purposes they had arrested Walker 
with proof to convict. Upon this opinion 
the governor yesterday paid the reward. 


Justice of the Peace M. Peacock, of 
Mesena, Ga.,* wants to know who Its re- 
sponsible for his not having a court 
house. According to a letter which Gov- 
ernor Terrell recefved from him yestes- 
day, the place at which his court ses- 
sions must be held is nothing more nor 
less than an open field.

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Forrest Adair, say that the park has ‘not 
yet been leased and probably will not be 


for some time. However, one party has 
the refusal of It for the next two years,. 
but this party, 
does not represent Georgia or the Tech. 

If this trade is made the different: col- 
leges will then have to deal with the 
new lessee. and. mdke. terms «with him. 
At present the lease of this park is re- 
munerative. University authorities. say 
that fof the last twé Years they have 
paid the lessee i2 [-2 per cent of the 
gate receipts for the use of it on Thanks- 
giving day, or something between $250 
and $300 a year. 

This price has been paid because it 
has been impossible to secure another 
suitable place, and has been largely due 
to the effect of the opposition now of- 
fered by the Technological school. 

At the beginning of this‘year it' was 
persistently rumored that Brisbine park 
had been leased by the Tech manage- 
ment and that Georgia had no park to 
play in in this city. The truth of the mat- 
ter was, however, that Brisbine had been 
leased for this year immediately after 
the game in 1902. At the beginning of 
this football season the Tech manager 
denied that he had leased the park or 
had even tried to do so.

Mayor Howell Conferred Yes- 
lerday with President of 
Trolley Company, 


BELIEVED THAT HEAT 
WILL COME OF CONFERENCE 


President Arkwright Will Reply This 
Afternoon to Letter Sent by the 
Mayor Yesterday, and Will 
Decide About Heat 
in the Cars. 


As the result of a conference bctween 
Mayor E. P. Howell and President. Pres- 
ton S. Arkwright, of the Georgia Rail- 
Way and Electric Company, yesterday 
morning, correspondence regarding the 
lack of heat in the trolley cars of the 
company is now in progress. It is be- 
lieved it will be closed this afternoon by 
a letter from Mr. Arkwright to the 
mayor, in which the president of the 
Street railway: company will announce to 
the mayor what he will do about the 
efforts that have been made by the mayor 
to settle the question and secure heat 
in the cars for the patrons of the road. 

It is generally -belleved President Ark- 
wright will announce that he will have 
the heat turned on ifn the cars, but 
he will not make this announcement, 
declaring that he has not yet made up 
his mind. 

The conference between the mayor and 
the president of the street railway com- 
pany yesterday morning was held in the 
office of Mayor Howell and was caused 
by the sentiment of the general public. 
which had been brought to bear with 
such force upon the municipality as to 
cause the head of the government to take 
action. 


Public Demand Heat. 

The patrons of the trolley company 
had reached the point where they de- 
manded that heat be given in the street 
cars during the exceedingly severe 
weather that has been itn this section 
during the past several weeks. Appeals 
had been made to both the mavor and 
members of the general council not oniy 
through the newspapers, but in person 
and by letter to have something done to 
protect those who ride on the street cars. 

It was jin response to this genera] de- 
mand that Mayor Howell yesterday morn- 
ing held a conference with Mr. Arkwright 
in the executive office of the city. 

Mayor Howell told Mr. Arkwright the 
sentiment had grown to such a point 
that he belHeved both the city and the 
company were being injured by the re- 
ports in the newspapers and by the 
Statements made by patrons of the road. 
He urged that th® company turn on the 
heat in its street cars during the cold 
weather 

In replying Mr. Arkwright stated that 
it had always been the policy of the 
company to grant the requests made of 
it by the municipal government and the 
people, and that he would take up the 
matter at once for the purpose of in- 
vestigating it. Mr. Arkwright also stated 
to the mayor that twenty of the trolley 
cars are now without heaters, but that 
heaters have been ordered for them 

President Promises Letter. 

Mr. Arkwright requested Mayor Howell 
to write him a letter regarding the mat- 
tery and promised an early reply. The 
mayor sent his letter yesterday afternoon, 

Mr. Arkwright last evening called at- 
tention to the statements made by the 
afternoon papers that heat had not been 
turned on in the street cars for the 
reason that twenty cdrs are without 
heaters. 

“I did not offer any such foolish ex- 
cuse,"’ he declared. “It is true that 
twenty of the cars are without heaters, 
but it was not because of this fact that 
we did not turn the heat on the other 
cars. I am not looking for excuses to 
explain the failure of the company to 
turn on fhe heat." 

It is the general opinion that the heat 
will be turned On during the next severe 
weather that comes to this section as 4 
result of the conference betweén the 
mayor and the president of the street 
railway company yesterday morning. 

What Commissioners Can Do. 

The question has frequently been asked 
a« to what the state railroad commission 
could do in the direction of requiring a 
street railway company to heat its cars 
for the convenience and comfort of its 
patrons. 

There is some doubt on this point, 
and it is one that could not be positively 
determined until the matter ts actually 
presented to the commission and it {g 
considered by that body. 

“In the first place the commission would 
have to determine whether it had jurts- 
diction ovér such @ company as the 
Georgia Railway and Electric Company, 
as a common carrier,” said a well knewn 
capitol official yesterday. “It is a mat- 
ter of common knowledge that the com- 
pany does an express business and main- 
tains an office for this purpose That 
fact might bring it within the jurisdiction 
of the commission 80 that it would be 
required to conform to s8Uch rules as that 
pody may establish in accordance with 
its powers.

form was adopted as an open letter to 
the public, which says: 

“The present industria] conditions have 
become so deplorable by reason of 


ganized labor that the time has come 
that when the employing interests and 
good citizenship of the country must 
take immediate and effective measures 
to reaffirm and enforce those funda- 
menta) principles of American govern- 
ment guaranteeing free, competitive con- 
ditions. 

“In its demands for the closed shop, 
organized labor is seeking to overthrow 
individual] liberty and property rights, 
the principal props of our government. 
Its methods for securing this revyolution- 
mary and socialistic change in our insti- 
tvtions are also those of physical war- 
fare. Because of this warfare the in- 
dustrial interests of tne nation during 
the last year have been injured to an 
frreparab:e degree. Many firms have been 
driven to bankruptcy and the cases are 
innumerable in which working men have 
meen disabled and even murdered, while 
mumerous families have been. rendered 
Gestitute by reason of the tyranny and 
seditious attacks upon society by the 
strike organizations. A condition of 
Brarchy has existed continuously in some 
Btates for months past, and in fact, the 
acts of lawlessness committed under the 
gpacred name of labor are of such frequeni 
recurrence that the public sense of their 
fnormity has become bluntea. The period 
of great prosperity brought about by the 
unrestricted operation of the law of sup- 
ply and demand is also being destroyed 
by the acts of violence of organized labor 
end as a result we are now confronted 
with the possibility of a period of de- 
pressfon. 

"While we most emphatically object to 
being classed as enemies of organizatious 
of labor that are conducted upon lawful 
and beneficient lines, yet we are unalter- 
ably opposed to the present programme 
of violence, boycotting and tyranny nuw 
being carried out by the majority of 
labor unions. 

“We, therefore, urged the aapid or- 
ganization of those who believe in tne 
;maintenance of law and order and the 
perpetuation of our free institutions to 
the end that they may wield their full 
and proper influence upon the destinies 
of the nation. It is only through the 
machinery of organization ihat we can 
hope to exercise a potent and salutary 
influence over public thought, and the 
conduct of public officials; to the end 
that the rights of American citize~ship 
can be assured to free and independent 
labor, the rights of property protected 
and legislation of a socialistic nature pre- 
vented from being enacted into law.”

Tennessee River May Be Harnessed 
at Famous “Suck.” 

Chattanooga, Tenn., December 4.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Congressman John A. Moon intro- 
duced in congress today a Dill giving a 
private corporation the right to build a 
dam and locks on the Tennessee river 
at the “Suck,” about 20 miles from this 
city. under the directions of the war de- 
partment, 

This dam will cost $850,000, according 
to the plans of the government engineer, 
and has been recommended as a part of 
the improvement of the river.’ The cor- 
poration, which is composed of wealthy 
men of this city, St. Louis and Chicago, 
only ask the right to use the overflow 
water from the dam to make electric 
power. 

The current of the river {Is very swift, 
and confined to a narrow space at the 
“Suck,.’’ so that it is estimated that 
enough power will be supplied to give 
enough electricity to operate hundreds 
of miles of railways. 

If the enabling act passes, the plant 
will be built, the city supplied, and sev- 
eral interurban electric railways equip- 
ped.

“The Interest and enthusiasm display- 
ed in the present system of training has 
been universal with both officers and 
men throughout the service, and the 
spirit of competiton has Been marked. 
The most commendable energy and zeal 
has been displayed by gunnery and 
division officers in developing the team 
work of their gun crews and rectifying 
certain. minor defects in the ordnance 
material which were discovered by the 
improved skill in gunnery. Special 
credit is due turret officers for the very 
marked decreasé in the loading interval 
of heavy guns. 

“Our present great gun target is a 
plece of canvas I!7 feet high by 21! feet, 
wide, the range is nearly a mile, and only 
holes in the canvas count as hits. Guns 
are fired singly, and are allowed a certain 
time in which to make all the hits they 
can, and.the gun making the most hits 
wins. Percentages are not counted in de- 
termining merit. A pointer who makes 
six hits out of eight shots in a minute 
(or 75 per cent) is better than one who 
makes four hits out of four shots {n the 
Same period (or 100 per cent), because he 
makes 50 per cent more hits in the same 
length of time. 

“In the preliminary practice held in 
September of this year the rapidity of 
fire was probably twice that ever before 
attained in our service, yet despite this 
increased rapidity the percentage of hits 
was also gyeater than ever before. 

“AS an example of the extent of our 
increased rapidity, official instructions 
dated February, 190!, allowed a 13-inch 
gun five minutes and twenty ceconds he- 
tween shots, whereas an old 13-inch gun 
»f the Indiana scored four hits in this 
time in September last, and a more mod- 
ern 13-inch gun of the Alabama scored 
four hits In three minutes and ten sec- 
onds. Similarly the interval between 
shots of a 6-inch rapid-fire gun Las been 
reduced from forty to about ten seconds. 
Improvement in accuracy has been even 
greater than rapidity in fire. 

“Three men are trained as pointers at 
every gun, and two men actually fire 
every gun, each target practice. Results 
attained on all stations show a uniform- 
ity of improvement. The pointers of the 
battle ship squardon- of the north At- 
lantic fleet may be taken as a fair aver- 
age of the service. The turret gun point- 
ers of that squadron, in September of 
this year, made an @verage of 57 per 
cent of hits, and the average of the 6- 
inch rapid-fire gun pointers was 6! per 
cent, while 24 per cent of the turret 
pointers and 27 per cent of the 6-inch 
pointers made 100 per cent. It is inter- 
esting to note that all of the 224 point- 
ers who fired on the prc§minary 
practice are either citizens or have de- 
clared their intention to become citizens. 
Of them, 76% per cent were native-born 
Americans, 15% pér cent were naturalized 
citizens, and 8 per cent were aliens with 
intentions declared. 

“Pointers are now selected regardless 
of rating, the only quatity considered in 
their selection being ability to shoot. 
There is a Keen spirit of enthusiasm and 
competition among the mén to become 
pointers, and to encourage and’ reward 
them trophies have been off , for 
which ships will compete annuafly. Lib-

Armor and Projectiles. 

“The armor manufactories of the 
United States, in accordag@e with prom- 
ise, have added to their facilities, and 
deliveries amounting ‘to 11,493 tons have 
been made—a marked increase over any 
previous year. Armor plates are now 
tested with capped projectiles. The ac- 
ceptance tests for armor-plercing pro- 
jectiles have been made more rigorous, 
it being now requiréd that they shall, at 
a prescribed velocity, perforate unbroken 
a plate of hard-faced armor equal in 
thickness to the diameter of the pro- 
jectile, and then be in a condition for 
bursting. 

Our Naval Expenditures. 

‘The expenditures for the support of 
the navy have increased considerably, 
were during the last fiscal year larger 
than in any year of our history, except 
the years 1864 and 1865, and are certain 
to increase still further. It is inter- 
esting to compare the expenditures of 
the present with those of the pagt, 
though no standard of comparison exists 
which is in all respects satisfactory. As 
a nation, we are able to possess a navy 


of such size and cost as our national in- 
On the other 


)}nand, we should not be tempted by the 


| 


abundance ot revenue to increase the 
navy beyond our needs, or expend a dol- 


lar unnecessarily. 

“The cost of military protection has 
frequently been compared with that of 
insurance upOn property. The compari- 
son is not inapt, and has a special sig- 
nificance in considering naval expendi- 
tures. I have caused a comparison to 
be made between the national valuation 
and naval expenditures. The valuation 
of the total property of the United 
States was obfained by taking the fig- 
ures Of Mulhall up to the census of 1850 
and thén the figures of the census’ This 
gives only ‘the valuation of every tenth 
year, beginning with !800. The valua- 
tion of the intermediate years is approx- 
imately obtained by adding to each year 
an equal proportion of the decennial in- 
crease. The average valuation for each 
decennial period is thus readily obtained. 
The navai_expenditures can be obtained 
with absolute accuracy. The expendi- 
tures given do not include the cast of 
the executive establishment. The fol- 
lowing table, computed in this manner, 
shows the pefcenthes ST the total prop- 
erty of the United States devoted to the 
support of the navy by ten-year periods 
in the last century. The whole period

“The expenditures for the fiscal year 
1903 were $82,618,034. By reasonable 
appropriation the valuation of that year 
Was $106,239,266.872. Thus there was 
expended for this year for each dollar 
of the national valuation $0.00077. If 
the average of the last century had been 
reached, the expenditures would have 
been $130,674,298.25. 


Increase of Ships. 

“Careful consideration given during t): > 
past year to the question of the conti:- 
uance of naval construction confirms me 
in the views expressed in my last annual 
report that the upbuilding of the navy 
should be continued by the annual au- 
thorization of new vessels. The advice 
of the general board and of the board 
On construction has been sought and re- 
ceived and will be submitted to the com- 
mittees of congress. 

“The steady growth of the navy has 
called for the best energies of all who 
are concerned in its administration and 
Operation. The activity which has been 
manifested throughout the naval service 
has undoubtedly made large drafts upon 
the time and abilities of our officers and 
the endurance of our ships. Both offi- 
cers and ships are consumed by their 
uses, though thus they have each eés- 
caped the deterloration which results 
from inactivity. the other hand, f 
am advised, and believe it to be true, 
that our constantly increasing number 
of enlisted men are’ becoming well 
trained for their duties, thet our hard- 
working officers are keen, intelligent and 
zealous, that our squadrons are increas- 
ing in mobility, and that in every way 
the efficiency of the navy as a whole 
has been promoted, so that, although not 
large in comparison with other navies, 
the navy justifies the support of congress 
and the confidence of the country.

An 
examination of the rules, however, dis- 
closes that a nomination does not carry 
authority for the president to clothe the 
nominee with rank and pay of the office 
to which he is appointed. In the case of 
a recess appointment, the appointee is 
given the rank and pay of the position for 
which he is named, but under the consti- 
tution the commission continues until the 
end of the next session of the senate. 

Power of President. 

The last paragraph of section 2, article 
2 of the constitution of the United States, 
is as follows: 

“The president shal! have power to fill 
up all vacancies that may happen dur- 
ing the recess of the senate by grant- 
ing commissions which shall expire at 
the end of their next session.” 

It is argued by senators who have given 
serious thought to questions involved 
that inasmuch as ‘“‘the congress shall as- 
semble at least once in every year and 
such meeting shall be on the first Mon- 
day in December, unless they shall by 
law appoint a different day’ (articie 1, 
last paragraph of secfion 4): that a re- 
cess Must occur between the termina- 
tion of the present extra session and the 
beginning of the next session in order 
to relieve the embarrassment resultant 
On failure to confirm the army nomina- 
tions referred to.

POWERS TO RULE 
OVER MACEDON 


Negotiations Are Begun Looking 
fo International Control, 


To What @xtent Each Power Will 
Participate in the Scheme Is 
Not Known—It Is Hoped 
To Avoid Another 
Rising. 


London, December 4.—Negotiations be- 
gun today by the powers may result in 
an international administration for Mace- 
Gonia along the lines observed in the 
present government of the Island 
Crete. The Associated Press learns that

To what extent each power wili par- 
ticipate in the organization of an inter- 


the preservation of order and which 
power will be placed in supreme com- 
mand of the gend’armerie as well as other 
details, must be settled by the negotla- 
tions between the powers. 

This proposal of the two powers dils- 
sipates the apprehension which has pre- 
vailed in diplomatic circles on the conti- 
nent that Russia and Austria were ar- 
ranging a settlement of the Macedonian 
question in a way to insure only thelr 
own interest, 

According to the information obtained 
by the Associated Press the powers willl, 
this time, unite in the appointment of a 
Christian governar of Macedonia. While 
it is intended that the Christians shall be 
protected there is also a determination 
that equal protection shall be accorded 
the Mussulmans. 

It is belfeved that results identical with 
those obtained In Crete will be had with 
a similar policy in Macedonia. At first 
a large force was sent to Crete, but at 
present there are mpt more than 1[!,600 
men there, representing the governments 
of Great Britain, France, Russia and 
Italy. 

How the Russo-Austrian proposal will 
be received by the powers is not known, 
as its presentation only occurred today. 
It is believed, however, that it will be ac- 
ceptable to France, Italy and Great Brit- 
ain, but that it is likely to be opposed 
by Germany.

BLOW DEALT. 
LABOR UNION 


For First Time found Guilty 
of Illegal Acts as Cor- 
poration. 


Chicago, December 4.--Judge Jesse Hol- 
dom decided today that the Franklin 
Union of Press Feeders was in contempt 
of court as an organization for approach- 
ing and permitting pickets to interfere 
with the rights of individuals who had 
taken the places of striking press feed- 
ers. The union and its officers will be 
cited to appear tomorrow before Judge 
Holdom. 

This is the first time in the history of 
trades unionism in this country that the 
union has been found guilty of illegal acts 
as a corporate body. Judge Holdom in 
his decision charged the Franklin union 
as a corporation with having violated the 
court’s injunction restraining it from in- 
terfering with the business of employees 
of ten printing firms, members of the 
Chicago Typothetae. 

The court found that the union was re- 
sponsible for the acts of its strike pick- 
ets: that it countenanced and matintaired 
the picket line which has been the cause 
of numerous assaults in Chicago’s ‘‘print- 
ing town;”’ that the union had knowledge 
of assaults and intimidation perpetrated 
in violation of the injunction, and that 
the union still maintained, in defiance of 
the restraining orders, its siege of the 
printing houses. ;

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began Mr. Robinson, ‘‘just watching the 
armies of the world and particularly the 
part played by the American army. We 
were just above Taku at the time and I 
haven't gotten over it yet. Just to Ife at 
night and hear taps sounded in many 
different languages was an experience 
that lives with a man always and comes 
back and whispers that chapter of the 
past in his dreams years afterwards. 
Perhaps you think the Japanese bugle, 
the French bugte, the German bugle and 
the American bugle all sound the same. 
It is not.so. There fs just enough diff- 
ference in the sounding of taps in all 
countries to make the chorus of buglers 
such as we had then a military musical 
event to date time by. 

“And every American had 
feel proud of the men who wore the 
uniform that represented them. Very 
different it was from that of the regu- 
lar soldier as you see him these days 
at Fort McPherson, for instance. The 
American army adopted a very practical, 
yf not picturesque, uniform for their 
campaign in the Celestia] kingdom. They 
wore heavy German stockings, with fur- 
like material inside. like the packs lum- 
bermen wear, and they wore great over- 
coats that had collars that quite cov- 
ered their heads, and their every equip- 
ment was for the work in hand. 


Best Equipped Army. 

“Ae qa result, they were the best squip- 
ped of any of the armies, and as to the 
kind of wort they did, that’s all down 
in the books, and I don't need to add 
eny comment, unless it iS to say that as 
an American and Atlantan [ was as 
provd as possible, and pardonably so. 
From a spectacular point of view. per- 
haps, they were distanced by Tommy At- 
kins in his spanking new uniform of 
searlet and his little pill box cap, that 
was only held in place by the broad chin 
strap. Then, there were the French 
Zouaves from down near Algiers, and the 
big Germans marching as mechanically 
as on dress parade, and right by their 
side was the little Japs, rejoicing in their 
privilege of being considered a world 
power for the first time, and taking ad- 
vantage of every opportunity offered, as 


reason to 


paign. And then there were the Cos- 
sacks of the Russian army. I never saw 
sugh fellows. They were the greatest 
ever, and, to my mind, distanced al] of 
their European competitors. But it 
seemed to me that, like the perfectly dis- 
ciplined Germans, they lacked initiative, 
which is the great characteristic of the 
Americans. 

“And that was a hard campaign, in 
which the Americans and every one else 
suffered, unless it was. the Cossacks. 
They were so tough that they could live 
on a pine knot all day and never seem- 
ed to know when the time came to get 
tired. They seemed to live on black 
bread that was so hard that I actually 


Peould not eut it with my knife, and, hon- 


estly, I believe they were tougher than 
the bread they consumed. It was terri- 
bly hard on our men who came to that 
freezing climate from the burning neat 
of the tropics, but they stood it better 
than most of the otners. That seems 
to be another characteristic of the Amer- 
ican soldier. He goes up against any 
kind of a proposition and accepts all of 
the hardships and instead of complain- 
ing it only seems to urge him on to the 
gccomplishment of his purpose. And 
the way the American boys did things 
made a great impression On the officers 
of the other armies. There was no mis- 
taking that fact. 
In the Philippines. 

“It was the same way over in the Phil- 
ippines. All they ever seemed to want 
was a chance to fight and they way they 
fought and kept on charging to the front 
established a very different precedent. 
from the kind the natives were used to 
at the hands of the Spanish armies. Of 
course, these recent Moro troubles hap- 
pened after I had left the islands, but, 
I dare say, the government will always 
be having more or less trouble with 
them. After the trouble in China, I went 
back to Manila and remained there until 


home. I came back by way of the Suez

canal, and that was a great trip. I had 
fime to run into several of the big coun- 
tries, and it’s a great thing for any Amer- 
ican, makes him appreciate more than 
ever the privileges-of just being an Amer- 
ican.”’
